WHEREAS, the City Council adopted Resolution 20111020-056,

which detailed a funding plan for the Holly Good Neighbor Program; and

WHEREAS, within that funding plan, $50,000 have been allocated for

after-school programs; and

WHEREAS, the Overton Group currently provides early childhood

and after-school programming in East Austin that use the Harmonious

Instruction through Language Opportunities (H1LO) method; and

WHEREAS, various organizations have expressed an interest in

expanding the implementation of the HILO model to daycare facilities in and

around the Holly neighborhood; NOW, THEREFORE,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

That the City Manager is directed to allocate $25,000 from the Holly

Good Neighbor Program After-School funds to the Overton Group for the

implementation of the HILO curriculum in interested daycare facilities in and

around the Holly neighborhood.



BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED:

That the City Manager is directed to make this allocation only after the

Overton Group has demonstrated a similar commitment from outside sources

in the form of matching funds toward the administration and implementation

of the program.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED:

That the City Manager is directed to work with the Overton Group to

develop performance measures that will track the program's effectiveness as

well as its demonstrated impact on the Holly neighborhood.
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
